"We are regulated by the federal 


government — the federal government 
sets the regulations governing credit," 
Mrs. Dill said.

the office and discuss it in a businesslike 
manner," she said.

He 
added while the department was trying to 
make use of it, he had two officers injured 
in mishaps.

County Judge Rob Dunn has sent us an 


attorney general's opinion written by 
Crawford Martin in 1970 on the respon- 
sibility and authority of the county com- 
missioners on city streets in an in- 
corporated city, such as Corsicana, within 
a county. 


The summary of that opinion, is: "The 


County 
Commissioners 
have 
the 


discretionary authority to maintain a 
street, which is an integral part of a county 
or state road system, within an in- 
corporated city, provided the city has 
expressly or impliedly consented to such 
work." 


Another section of the opinion amplifies 


that "integral part" a little. It says, 
"When faced with the question of whether 
a county may pave or improve, etc. a 
street within an incorporated city, the 
courts hold that the county may do such 
work only if the city consents to it, and 
provided the street involved forms a 
connecting link in the county road or state 
highway system."

on to you.

Leaving Collin Street Bakery 


Tom Curtis looks back over 50 years, ahead to retirement

When Tom Curtis gets up 


Saturday, he knows for sure 
he's not going to work and he's 
going to try hard not to think of 
Collin Street Bakery. Instead, 
he and his wife Billie will throw 
the suitcases in the car and 
head for Houston to visit their 
youngest son, Robert, and visit 
with the grandkids. 


Friday Curtis retires, closing 


out a career that measures 
more than 50 years and began 
as a 16-year-old school boy back 
in October, 1924. It will be 
"business as usual" Friday, 
and no "retirement party" is 
planned. After all, the bakery 
has known for more than a year 
now that he planned to check 
out — Feb. 28. 


"I gave 'em a year's notice 


and I think that's ample time," 
he chuckled, Don't you?" 


Bakery President Bill McNutt 


overheard the remark, and 
observed "it may be enough 
notice, but it's going to be hard 
to replace Tom, and we all sure 
are going to miss him around 


here." But McNutt said he's 
firmly convinced that after 
more than 50 years the bakery's 
in Curtis' blood "and he'll be 
back around here". 


Early memories of making 


your first dollar are 
fond 


memories, and Curtis has lots of 
them. 


"I started with the bakery in 


October, 1924, hopping a bread 
truck for Harry Pollock," 
Curtis reminisced, identifying 
Pollock as the father of another 
bakery vice president Maurice 
Pollock, who didn't go to work 
until 1938. 


That was just part-time work, 


though, Curtis didn't go to work 
"regular" until two years later, 
and he'll never forget that day, 
even if he can't recall the date 
of the month. It was his 
graduation day from CHS. 


"I got my diploma in May, 


1926, at 10 o'clock that night at 
graduation and that same night 
at midnight I went to work 
regularly 
at 
the 
bakery 


wrapping bread." 


That's getting ahead of his 


story and that intriguing ad- 


mission 
he 
hopped 
bread 


trucks. What in the world was 
that? 


It means he was Mr. Pollock's 


"swamper" on weekends and 
after school and working in the 
summer for two years loading 
his truck with bread, then going 
with 
him 
on 
his 
rounds 


delivering bread to stores on the 
grocery route. The bakery had 
two 
truck 
routes 
making 


deliveries to stores, another 
called the cafe route, (this was 
Homer Pollard's route) and the 
bakery had what was called the 
"special delivery" route to take 
bread to homes, as many 
households had standing orders 
for home-delivered bread two or 
three days each week. 


When he first started the 


bakery was still shipping bread 
out as far away as Franklin and 
Athens by the Railway Express 
Agency, in addition to the in- 
town truck routes. 


Recalling his days when he 


hopped Pollock's bread truck as 
his 
"swamper" 
assistant 


primarily, and occasionally for 
Pollard on the cafe route, and 


when he was assigned the 
special delivery route "I used to 
know 
where 
everybody in 


Corsicana lived. A lot of people 
had bread delivered to their 
homes; we made 50 to 60 stops a 
day, and on Saturdays we would 
have as many as 80 orders for 
homes." 


He 
remembers 
spending 


many a night in Drew Gillen's 
home in Blooming Grove after 
the bread truck had made its 
way to make deliveries to 'the 
Grove' and after a rain their 
truck couldn't negotiate the 
black gumbo rutted muddy 
roads. Drew and his brother 
Jack ran a grocery selling meat 
and bread. This brought to 
Curtis' mind the old motor car 
line, similar to the interurban to 
Dallas. It was a rail track from 
Corsicana to Hillsboro via 
Blooming Grove and Frost with 
a motorized car whose wheel 
rode the tracks, delivering 
freight. When Curtis and his 
truck couldn't make it back to 
Corsicana, the bakery sent out 
bread by the motor car for him 
to deliver to the Blooming

was the task of getting it sorted 
for the deliveries, or even going 
out to make some deliveries and 
writing up orders for the next 
day's sales. 


It wasn't until 1927 that Curtis 


got to working in the fruitcake 
end of the 
bakery, doing 


whatever the bakers and the 
production crew needed done, 
and this lasted almost five 
years until the owner-founders, 
immigrant baker Gus Weid- 
mann, vice president, and Tom 
McElwee, president, pulled him 
into the office in 1932 and 
"designated 
me 
a 
vice 


president". It was more a title 
than a position as the job called 
for him to be the bookkeeper; 
processor of each day's orders; 
the major domo to see to it that 
orders were filled, ingredients 
for 
pastries, 
breads 
and 


fruitcakes, and the packing 
materials 
incidental 
to 


distribution were bought; and 
endless details attended to in 
helping to keep the bakery 
functioning, including working 
in the "retail room" where the 
public came to buy the output 
each day. 


Weidmann and McElwee had 


started the bakery on Collin 
Street from which it takes its 
name in 1896 in a building where 
First 
National 
Bank 
now 


stands. The owners built their 
"modern" new bakery in 1906 
on South Main at West Sixth, a 
location that was to remain the 
home of the ever-growing 
operation, .thanks principally to 
the fruitcake, until Collin Street 
Bakery moved into its present 
day edifice in October, 1965. 


Back in the days when Curtis 


first joined Collin Street in what 
was to become a lifetime job, 
the fruitcake was made in loaf 
form in two sizes only, one and 
two pounds. It is an old story 
familiar to Corsicana natives 
and longtime residents how 
McElwee's association 
with 


"show business people" and the 
heads of the great Ringling 
Circus and Barnum and Bailey 
Circus before these two en- 
tertainment giants merged had 
sent — or given them fruitcake 
when the circuses played in or 
near 
here, 
and 
circus 


executives started ordering and 
sending the cakes to friends and 
acquaintances in distant places. 


With this beginning, the idea 


was conceived by the en- 
trepeneurs to bake the fruitcake 
round like a layer cake and 
promote it as a gift to be given 
by those who already were 
familiar with its tastiness and 
high quality. Totlay, and for 
years, 
Corsicana has been 


known around the globe as "the 
fruitcake capital of the World."

We would go lo Ihe post 
office and buy sheets of stamps, 
a hundred to the sheel pre- 
cancelled, line up Ihose cakes, 
and start licking the stamps and 
sticking them on. 


"They call that the 'good old 


days'—but I don't want them no 
more," he laughed, getting a 
nodding assent from another 
bakery 
veteran 
Mildred 


Phillips, who slarted there in 
1938, and who had entered his 
/ffice bringing file dala he had 
sent for. 


What's he going to do in 


retirement "I'm giving up 
baking artd going to cooking," 
he grinned, then he explained 
not cooking food in Billie's 
kitchen, but in their new mutual 
hobby — ceramics. He'll do the 
casting and baking of such 
items as candleslick holders in 
Ihe kiln and Mrs. Curtis will 
finish Ihem. 


They 
got 
interested 
in 


ceramics as a hobby through 


Iheir son Robert, a pilol for 
Superior Oil Co. in Houston, a 
couple of years ago, and last 
year built themselves a 12x24 
workshop in Iheir back yard. 
It's a hobby lhat can be 
remunerative, they've 
found 


since Ihey had filled a couple of 
orders for a gift shop, bul Tom 
says Ihey are not in it for a 
home business "bul for Ihe 
enjoymenl we gel oul of it."

Jurors deciding Brooks' penalty for part in mass murders 


HOUSTON (AP) - 
David 


Owen Brooks, 20, was convicted 
of murder Tuesday in the Hous- 
ton 
homosexual-torture-mass 


slayings, and the eight-woman, 
four-man jury today will deter- 
mine his punishment. 


Defense and prosecution law- 


yers will present evidence and 
arguments to help the jury set 
a prison sentence for Brooks, 
who was convicted of killing 
William R. Lawrence, 15, one 
of 27 mass murder victims. 


The jury deliberated only 90 


minutes before returning a guil- 
ty verdict. 


Brooks, a thin, bespectacled 


young man with brown hair 
and pale skin, stood impassive 
as the jurors were polled one- 
by-one, each replying that guil- 
ty was their true verdict. 


Brigette Brooks, the defend- 


ant's 
young, 
pretty 
wife, 


watched unbelieving as the le- 
gal drama unfolded. She wept 
quietly into a crumpled hand- 
kerchief and, as Brooks was led 
away, began sobbing audiably, 
comforted by a friend. 


Brooks father, Alton Brooks, 


shaded his eyes with his hand. 


In a hallway news confer- 


ence, Brooks' lawyer, Jim Skel- 
ton, denounced the whole pro- 
ceeding as a "farce" and vow- 
ed to carry the appeal into the 
federal courts. 


Skelton said that District 


Court Judge William M. Hatten 
decided Brooks' fate when he 
permitted the state to present 
testimony and evidence on all 
27 of the so-called Houston 
mass murders. Brooks was on 
trial only in the death of 
Lawrence, but is also charged 
in three other murders. 


"They tried him for all 27 


murders under an indictment 
for one," said Skelton. He 
added that "different stand- 
ards" of evidence were used in 
allowing the state to present 
evidence on all of slayings. 


"They've made a new branch 


of law for Daivid Brooks," he 
said. 


The verdict came after Judge 


Hatten instituted unusual secur- 
ity precautions. 


The jury received the case at 


high noon, ate lunch and then 
began deliberations at 1:30 
p.m. CDT. 


At 3 p.m., the jurors an- 


nounced a verdict by knocking 
on the locked jury room door. 


Judge Matten then ordered 


the courtroom cleared. Each 
person readmitted was forced 
to show identification, but only 
one man, Brooks' father, was 
searched. 


The jurors, a slice of Ameri-

pulator" in the mass murders, 
which the lawyer called "the 
most horrible crime in the his- 
tory of modern man." 


Lambright 
said 
Brooks 


helped Elmer Wayne Henley, 
18, to lure youths, some of 
them 
boyhood 
friends and 


neighbors, into the home of 
Dean COrll, a^S-year-old power 
company employe. 


There, said the lawyer, the 


boys were stripped, tied to a 
bed, "homosexually rape'd for 
God knows how long", and fi- 
nally killed. 


Death, he said, often came 


after two or three days of tor- 
ture and arrived "as a bless- 
ing" for the abused youngsters. 


Lambright said the evidence 


showed that only Brooks of the 
three men in the sex-murder 
gang profited from the deaths. 


Brooks, he said, "received 


gifts and gratuities" from Corll 
for his help and for permitting 
Corll homosexual liberties. 


The gang, said Lambright, 


"was a killing machine" that 
operated several years without 
being detected. 


"They laughed at us all the 


time they were doing it," he 
said. "They pulled off the 


greatest 
stunt 
ever—killing 


anybody they wanted, killing 
the children." 


On the death of Lawrence, 


Lambright said three state- 
ments by Brooks show the 15- 
year-old was tortured for three 
days before he died. 


"What kind of hell do you 


think he went through for three 
days," said the attorney. 


Skelton, in the final defense 


argument, 
said 
that 


none disputed that it was a 
"horrible crime," but that the 
state never 
proved Brooks 


actually actively participated in 
any of the murders. 


He said Brooks knew of the 


murders, but knowledge, alone, 
under the law, is not enough to 
convict. 


"Before you can convict," 


said Skelton, "you've got to 
find an act to punish ... Find 
him guilty and you're gonna 
have to ignore the law." 


Brooks, he said, "will never 


be free. There are a number of 
people in town who would like 
to kill him. He has other trials 
coming up. This is the first of a 
long, long legal trial." 


"I'm not asking you to free 


David Brooks;'" he added. 'Tm. 
asking you to give him a fair 


hearing." 


The Houston mass murders 


came to light after Corll was 
shot to-death Aug. 8, 1973 by 
Henley during a pamt sniffing- 
sex party. The death was later 
ruled justifiable homicide. 


During the investigation that 


followed, Brooks and- Henley 
led officers to bodies buried at 
three sites—a boat shed, a 
bench and a forested area near 
Lake Sam Rayburn. A total of 
27 bodies, all wrapped in plas- 
tic and packed with lime, were 
found. 
' Two pathologists 
testified 


that all died of strangulation 


and that some of the bodies^; 
still bore the hangman's noose 
that brought their death. 


Henley was convicted at a 


San Antonio trial last year of 
six counts of murder and is 
serving a 594—year prison sen- 
tence.

WASHINGTON (AP) - Let a 


hundred flowers blossom, but 
for detente's sake, don't let the 
Chinese delegation see Andy 
Warhol's painting of Mao Tse- 
tung. 


Concern that a group of vis- 


iting Chinese art experts would 
see the Warhol pop-art painting 
of theitfteader set faint hearts 
aflutter &t the Corcoran Gallery 
of Art, which is displaying the 
portrait. 


A memorandum went out, 


telling the Corcoran staff that 
the visiting Chine'se would be 
let in through a back door and 
escorted in such a way that 
they would miss the huge paint- 
ing in the atrium entrance. 


"Important," said the memo 


in the best revisionist style. 


"They will never enter the at- 
rium ... and no mention can 
be made of the Warhol work. It 
does not exist." 


No one could be found to say 


why, but the Chinese canceled 
their visit the day after the 
memorandum was issued. 


It was not clear why the gal- 


lery feared that the Chinese 
might take offense. Poster-size 
photographs of Mao are popu- 
lar in the People's Republic. 
The Warhol rendition is a pho- 
tograph painted over and is an 
accurate portrait except that 
Mao's face' is painted gray- 
green. .^: . 


The author of the Corcoran 


memorandum, aghast that its 
existence became known and 
fearful she would be identified 


publicly, told a reporter the 
paragraph "was really done fa- 
cetiously." 


She said she didn't know why 


the visit was canceled. 


The Chinese experts 
have 


been in Washington since late 
last year, accompanying a 
highly acclaimed exhibition of 
Chinese art and archeological 
artifacts from the People's Re- 
public of China. The exhibition 
has been at the National Gal- 
lery of Art. 


The Corcoran Gallery invited 


the Chinese to come over to see 
the G.orcoran's Historic Ameri- 
can "collection^and the memo 
notified tKte^affithere would be 
four groufsiiwrnbers on the visit 
Feb. 27. 


"They will be taken on a tour 


of the American collection via 
the back staircase ..." the 
memo said. 


The Warhol painting domi- 


nates the atrium at the normal 
entrance. Why wasnt't it on the 
tour, the memo-writer was 
asked. 


"Because I had learned they 


were not interested in contem- 
porary art," she said. "That 
might have been an embar- 
rassing picture for them to 
see."

But she insisted there were 


no instructions from anyone to 
have the Chinese bypass the 
painting. It's hard to miss, 
being almost 15 feet tall and 12 
feet wide.

decided in January 1974 that it 
had to do something about the 
health hazard created by the 
huge flocks of pigeons that 
roamed the downtown area, 
roosting on buildings and spott- 
ing the sidewalks with their 
droppings. 


The solution: Trap the birds 


and give them to local resi- 
dents for food. 


"It has been a great suc- 


cess," says James Byrd, com- 
missioner of the city's Sani- 
tation Department, which took 
over the operation last August. 


"We catch them alive and we 


give them away alive. There 
have been no complaints." 


To date, 3,035 pigeons have 


been trapped and given away, 
according to Walton Robinson, 
a member of a special sani- 
tation team assigned to watch 
the traps and collect the pi- 
geons. 


Robinson said he and cow- 


orker George Washington trap 
50 to 65 birds a day in the sum- 
mer; the number drops to 35 or 
less in the winter. 


"One man came up here 


from Winchester (15 miles east 
of Lexington) and got 150 pi- 
geons," Byrd said. 


He said the birds are tender 


because they don't fly much 
and they eat mostly grain. 


Some residents have asked 


the city to set traps on their 
roofs. 


Robinson said one woman 


called to have a trap set at her 
home after her child fell ill, ap- 
parently from a disease carried 
by pigeons roosting on the 
house. 


After the traps were set and 


the 
pigeons 
removed, 
the 


child's infection cleared up, he 
said. 


Byrd said the pigeons carry 


insect pests as well as the 
spores of fungal diseases such 
as histoplasmosis. But he said 
any germs or pests are in the 
feathers of the birds and do not 
affect the quality of the meat.

Erwin 
originally 
was 


requesting the re-zoning of 50 
acres along Park Row. But 
strong objections from potential 
neighbors 
of 
the 
complex 


caused him to reduce his 
request to 22 acres, leaving the 
remaining 
28 
acres 
of 


agriculturally 
zoned 
land 


between the homes of, the ob- 
jectors 
and 
the 
proposed 


apartment site. 


C.W. Cox, 3025 Park Row, 


objected 
to the 
apartment 


proposal until Erwin suggested 
reducing his original request. 
The creation of the 
buffer 


between the multi-family and 
residential zoning satisfied Cox. 


Not so, the others who came 


to voice their dissent. 


Mrs. John Hippard, 3021 Park 


Row, told the board her family 
had bought its home at the 
edge of town because the area 
was quiet and uncongested and 
that she saw the apartment as
